A decree issued today by the Sultan's 


council of ministers orders a battalion of 
gendarmes despatched to Larlsaa and ap- 
points the former Ottoman consuls at 
\olo, Larisaa and Tnkhata aa admlnis 
tratora, each with power to organize a 
Turkish administration m those parts of 
Greece 


All the Greek forces iiBpirus have fled 


to Arta, abandoning 3,000 rifles, ammum 
tion and several mountain guns
